Behind in the polls and in the 
money race, Democratic guber- 
natorial hopeful Deval Patrick 
came to Andover last Friday 
night to raise his profile and 
woo people like Rahn Adams. 

“T’ve read about him and his 
experience in the public and pri- 
vate sectors and want to see 
what he’s like,” said Adams, a 
sales executive from Andover 
who attended with his 16-year- 
old son Chris.

“He brings a whole fresh

Any money that Patrick 
raised at the event would help 
close the financial gap between 
him and his likely opponents for 
the Democratic gubernatorial

nomination — Attorney General 
Thomas F. Reilly and Secretary 
of State William F. Galvin. At 
the end of April, Reilly had $2.6 
million, Galvin had $1.5 million 
and Patrick had $228,600. 

Patrick, the government's top 
civil rights lawyer during Presi- 
dent Clinton's first term, 
declared his candidacy last 
month and has emphasized edu- 
cation, job creation and his own 
rise from humble beginnings 
during his campaign speeches. 

His remarks at this event 
were Closed to the media but in 
a brief interview he said improv- 
ing the state’s sluggish economy 
would be a top priority. He also 
minimized the significance of 
the latest unemployment num- 
bers released earlier in the day, 
which showed an increase of 
4,700 jobs last month. 


“If you are working, the 
numbers are good news. If you 
are not working, they are not,” 
he said. “Even this governor 
doesn’t believe we've gone as 
far we can to grow the econo- 
my.” 

As waiters passed around 
plates of sushi, deviled eggs and 
bacon, people chatted informal- 
ly with Patrick and asked him 
about his background.

“It wasn’t,” Patrick replied.

making the best personnel decisions 
for Andover students, and that she 
would not reverse Principal 
O’ Brien’s decision. 

The group of Shawsheen parents 
said the scrapbook is yet another 
example of O’Brien’s “poor leader- 
ship and management skills” in 
addition to the school’s pending dis- 
crimination charges. 

In March, two separate charges 
of discrimination against O’Brien 
and Andover Public Schools were 
tiled by Shawsheen teachers fol- 
lowing non-renewal of their teach- 
ing contracts. Kathy Carleton, the 
second teacher to file a discrimina- 
tion charge against O’Brien, claims 
her contract was not renewed fol- 
lowing her need to take an early 
maternity leave after the premature 
birth of her son in February. Attor- 
ney David Gorman, who is repre- 
senting both teachers, discovered

superintendent said that while they 
are double-checking the school’s 
financial records, she believes the 
cost of the retirement gift did not 
come from the school’s expense 
budget. 

Bach explained that the money 
used to pay for the gift could have 
been from a “sunshine fund” that 
teachers voluntarily pay into for 
gifts or special functions. Outside of 
the schools’ private collections, the 
superintendent said all school 
expenses collected from and allo- 
cated for students are meticulously 
tracked and recorded. 

“I will agree that this (scrap- 
book) is not the best case of good 
judgment,” Bach said. “But it was 
something done for fun and as a pri- 
vate gift. It wasn’t meant to hurt 
anyone.” 

Publicizing the scrapbook, 
added Bach, is an attempt to create 
a “smear campaign” against the 
schools to benefit the two teachers’ 


the scrapbook when he was sifting 
through two years of paperwork 
from Susan Fischer's employment 
files. Gorman is also the parent of a 
student in Fischer’s special educa- 
tion preschool class. He made the 
scrapbook available to the Towns- 
man. 

The 12-page color photo album 
is a collection of snapshots with 
O’Brien and members of the Shaw- 
sheen teaching staff wearing towels 
and posing on desks in the school 
office, beneath cartoon thought 
bubbles with humorous messages.

around $150 and was paid for with 
a Shawsheen School check, charged 
Gorman. Bach denies the printing 
was paid for with taxpayer funds. 

“My first reaction was total 
shock,” said Kelly Cameron, a 
Shawsheen parent and Fischer sup- 
porter. “If they did this on their own 
property, on their own time and on 
their own funds it would be differ- 
ent. But (the parents believe) it was 
paid for by PTO funds.” 

O’Bnen declined to comment on 


Bach said that even though the 
scrapbook’s photos were taken 
inside Shawsheen, the project was 
not done during school hours. The 


discrimination claims. 

“I know parents are upset, but 
we make personnel decisions very 
carefully and we make them with 
good reason,” Bach said. “If I let a 
group of people push me to change 
a decision that I feel very strongly 
about, then it’s time for me to leave 
my position as superintendent.” 

Bach said not being able to dis- 
close the reasoning behind person- 
nel decisions to parents makes her 
job complicated. 

“T have to protect all of the staff, 
including the people who are 
unhappy with our decisions,” Bach 
added. “People have careers that 
need to be protected and we need to 
support that.” 


Teacher says she was dismissed after son’s birth 


Kathy Carleton claims her contract was not 
renewed following her need to take an early materni- 
ty leave after the premature birth of her son in Febru- 
ary, making her the second teacher to file a discrimi- 
nation charge against Principal Moira O’Brien. A 
first-grade teacher, Carleton had been working at 
Shawsheen since last year. 

During the first and third trimesters of her preg- 
nancy, Carleton tested positive for exposure to Fifth 
Disease, which can cause brain damage in fetuses. In 
February, Carleton’s physician ordered her to work 
two fewer days each week due to pregnancy compli- 
cations. 

In her legal claim to the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination, Carleton claims when 
she requested two unpaid days off per week, O’Brien 
became angry and complained about having to deal 
with parents. 

On Feb. 28, Carleton delivered her baby, four and 
a half weeks prior to her expected delivery date. Car- 
leton said she received a phone call from O’Brien 
while taking her maternity leave, requesting that she 
come down to the school to sign paperwork for the 
following school year. The teacher said she was 
unable to acquire a babysitter and said O’Brien asked 
her to come to the school on March 30 anyway. Car- 
leton claims O’Brien said, “Bring the kids, it will be 
a nice visit.” 

The morning Carleton went into the school, she 


had her newborn baby and her 2-year-old daughter 
with her. Carleton said O’ Brien commented on how 
“wonderful” she looked and how “beautiful” the baby 
was. 

O’Brien presented her with termination papers that 
day. 
“It still didn’t occur to me that there was an issue,” 
Carleton said. “When she asked me to sign the papers 
I was in shock. I can’t even describe how devastated I 
was. 

Carleton said she began to cry and turned to leave 
the room. She said both her children were crying 
alongside of her as she walked down the hall to the 
school library where co-workers were trying to com- 
fort her. 

“My daughter still has trouble with the situation,” 
said Carleton, explaining that her daughter cries when 
she leaves for work in the mornings. “I have to keep 
reassuring (my children) that mommy is not sad any- 
more.” 

Both Carleton and Susan Fischer, the other teacher 
asked not to return next year, were asked to complete 
the remainder of the school year at Shawsheen. 

Fischer, who was nominated for the Mary French 
Yellow Rose Award for two consecutive years, was 
presented with a framed nomination certificate two 
weeks ago by school officials “for extraordinary 
efforts to achieve educational excellence.”

A rookie’s reflection 


First-year teacher — former manager — enjoys switch

With just five weeks left of school, this 
rookie teacher looks anything but. 

He’s in his 40s and clearly prefers a 
preppy style. In his classroom he wears 
khaki pants, a pinstriped shirt, a red tie with 
a vest, and a suit jacket. He has loafers on 
his feet and a consistent warm smile on his 
face. 

Is this really the first-year teacher for this 
fourth grade class at West Elementary 
School? He looks more 
like another business pro- 
fessional than a new 
teacher — until the science 
books come out. 

Then Francis “Frank” 
McCall starts talking about 
eco-systems and terrari- 
ums with his 24 students. 
He digs into the dirt like a 
true teacher. 

McCall, who is 46 and a 
longtime Andover resi- 
dent, is a career-switcher. 

Back in 1999, he was indeed another 
type of business professional, in his 18th 
year of employment with the Boston Edison 
Co, But a company buyout was on the hori- 
zon. McCall landed a job with the new 
company, and later followed a colleague to 
a start-up software company job. Working 
with software engineers was interesting, but 
the job required too much travel and too 
much time away from his wife, Tricia, and 
three kids, Kara, 18, Brian, 16, and Sean, 
11. This son of a high school principal who 
has many relatives in teaching, always had 
an affection and deep respect for the teach- 
ing trade. 

He thought about what he really wanted 
to do. And he decided Mr. McCall wanted 
to be a teacher. 

This week, he talked about the ups and 
downs of his rookie year in his new profes- 
sion. The bottom line is that there are no

regrets regarding his career switch. 

He’s been hired by a town known for its 
school system and for that he is grateful. 
His wife has a well-paying job at a medical 
products company. Financially, this career 
switch did not cost him his house or car, as 
his wife's salary coupled with his teaching 
salary covers living expenses quite nicely. 

He earned a master’s degree in education 
from Merrimack College in 2002, reported 
to his student teaching assignment at High 
Plain Elementary School 
last year, and was hired 
by West Elementary last 
summer. 

Sitting on the corner of 
his classroom desk, he 
reflected on how the 
teaching bug swept over 
him when he turned 40 
and how happy he is 
about the career change. 

“So many people 
come up to me and say, ‘] 
wish I had done that.’ 
That’s what I hear the most,” said the affa- 
ble teacher who rarely spends time at his 
desk during school hours. He’s a classroom 
walker, taking the steps between desks with 
his warm smile. 

He said he hears “I wish I had done that” 
more often than “Are you crazy?” 

His salary might be a pittance of what it 
once was, but life is not about that, he 
insists. He didn’t even bother to look into a 
state $5,000 incentive program for career 
switchers who turned to teaching. That 
money eventually dried up, but McCall's 
teaching dream did not. He believes it is 
important to break out of one’s routine to do 
things one has always wanted to do before it 
is too late. 

“Back then I was not where I wanted to 
be with my life,” he said. 

So, on Tuesday, he is walking with an 
empty plastic two-liter bottle that will house 

six classroom terrariums. He 
instructs his students on how to layer 
the dirt and divide it into four quad- 
rants. That’s where the seeds go, he 
tells his crew. 

He takes a quick look at the clock 
and instructs a student to tell the 
technology teacher that the class will 
be late. He needs another 10 minutes 
to finish this terrarium lesson. 

“L tend to go long,” he says later, 
“especially with math and science. 
That’s one area I want to work on for 
next year.” 

Education experts say this age 
group can focus on one lesson for 
about 45 minutes. More than that is 
expecting too much from fourth- 
graders. 

When it gets a bit noisy, he counts 
down 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, and the class qui- 
ets down. He also shuts off the lights 
when in search of a quiet class, and 
both methods work well. 

“But you are only supposed to 
have one (way to quiet the class), 

| they say. Something else I will work 

| on for next year,” he said. 

When pressed to give a grade for 
his rookie year, he laughed, saying it 
was a good question. 

“This is a building filled with 
great people who knew they wanted 
to teach when they were young and 
went to college for teaching,” he 
said. “Those are the ‘A’ teachers.”

tion in one year. What we have is 
a David and Goliath situation. 
It’s bad enough we were fighting 
with stones, now we don’t have 
any stones left.” 

In 1998, a legal settlement 
between the states and tobacco 
companies prohibited the com- 
panies from directly or indirectly 
targeting youth in their ads. Joe 
Camel was banished from R.J. 
Reynolds’ marketing strategies 
and Massachusetts launched a 
hard-hitting anti-tobacco cam- 
paign with a $10 million budget. 
The percentage of teen smokers 
and the number of illegal tobac- 
co sales began to shrink. From 
1995 to 2001, youth smoking 
rates in Massachusetts declined 
from 36 percent to 26 percent, 
while falling more slowly 
nationwide from 35 to 29 per- 
cent, according to the state Pub- 
lic Health Department. 

But since 2003, funding cuts 
have chiseled the program’s 
media expenses to about 
$500,000, Beauregard said. 

In 2002, illegal tobacco sales 
were at 7 percent statewide. In 
2003, when funding was first 
cut, they rose to 13 percent, and 
the most recent results from last 
year were at 14 percent. 

“If you look at the number of 
illegal tobacco sales in commu- 
nities that didn’t have a tobacco 
control program, but then 
acquired one, there is a notice- 
able difference,” Beauregard 
said, 

He and his group of Andover 
teens make rounds to 11 com- 
munities. Haverhill had lost their 
tobacco control program two 
years ago, and Beauregard began 
compliance checks last year. In 
November, out of 58 establish- 
ments visited, 17 made illegal 
sales. This past February, tobac- 
co control performed 61 stings 
and had nine sales to minors. 
The team is currently rechecking 
the area. 

“We're almost done and 
we've had three sales to date,” 
Beauregard said. 

However, while tobacco con- 
trol programs can make head- 
way even in spite of of scant 
funding, Beauregard said fight- 
ing the continuous bombardment 
of tobacco companies’ advertis- 
ing is an “uphill battle.” 

Once laws forced tobacco 
companies to change their adver- 
tising methods, marketing 
expenditures actually increased 
by about 84 percent to a record 
$12.7 billion annually, or $3.4 
million a day, according to 2004 
reports from the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

To deal with state aid cuts 
during the last three years, 
Andover Public Schools’ deci- 
sion to reduce health education 
in town elementary and middle 
schools, also contributed to a rise 
in teen smoking in Andover, said 
Dave Nichols, health education 
coordinator. 

A 2005 Youth Risk Behavior 
survey, administered to Andover 
seventh-graders, revealed 8.4 
percent of the students aged 11 
to 13 said they smoked a ciga- 
rette daily, compared to 6.9 per- 
cent last year. The state average 
for the same age group is 6.6 
percent.

statewide, About 8.9 percent of 
ninth-graders smoked each day, 
compared to 6.6 percent 
throughout Massachusetts, 

“The earlier kids learn what 
the affects of smoking can do to 
their health, they will be less 
likely to start,” Nichols said. 


The path ahead 

The Andover School Com- 
mittee approved a measure last 
week that will restore elemen- 
tary school health programs. 
Nichols said the programs must 
not only touch upon the physical 
aspects of nicotine addiction, but 
examine the methodology 
behind tobacco companies’ mar- 
keting lure. 

Preventive education also 
needs to chip away at false 
advertising images, from attrac- 
tive movie stars smoking on the 
silver screen, to candy-flavored 
cigarettes and snuff in hip pack- 
aging, Nichols explains. 

“You won't find anyone who 
started smoking that says ‘Oh, 
I’m really glad I started smok- 
ing,” Nichols said. “Adults 
aren’t giving kids that message. 
We try to teach kids that they 
don’t want to be a pawn in this 
(marketing ploy), but it’s very 
difficult when that is what you’re 
being hit by all the time.” 

Beauregard said better train- 
ing of store employees, and pos- 
sibly reducing the amount of 
places that sell tobacco products 
could help limit their availability 
to minors. 

He believes poor training 
might be the reason an under- 
cover Andover teen was able to 
not only buy a carton of ciga- 
rettes from a wholesale store in 
Stoneham without an ID, but 
why the cashier also used his 
own membership card to com- 
plete the sale. 

“I'd much rather have one 
register, with one person trained 
specifically for cigarette sales 
because of the revolving door 
aspect,” Beauregard said. “With 
employees frequently coming 
and going at most retail stores, it 
raises issues if cigarettes should

In the future, Beauregard | 


said, he wants Andover and 
other communities to adopt poli- 
cies used in three Canadian 
provinces outlawing tobacco 
sales at pharmacies. 

“Tt seems hypocritical to sell 
drugs that can cure you on one 
end of the store, and on the 
opposite end be able to purchase 
drugs that can kill you,” Beaure- 
gard said. “And in some of those 
same places you can buy ciga- 
rettes or snuff in the form of 
candy or gum. It portrays a sort 
of normalcy about tobacco that 
needs to be addressed if we want 
to see kids staying smoke-free.” 

Despite the current lack of 
funding for tobacco-prevention 
programs, the state Department 
of Public Health urges retailers 
to know the laws. 

“Regardless of (state pro- 
gram) funding, retailers are 
responsible for asking for identi- 
fication,” said Eileen Sullivan, 
spokeswoman for the state 
tobacco control program. Retail- 
ers are required to request ID 
from anyone who looks younger 
than 27. Sullivan said retailer 
education kits are readily avail- 
able through the state health 
department. 

Beauregard, who has been 
heading tobacco control in 
Andover since 2001, describes 
his job as one he wouldn't mind 
working himself out of.

He found his latest job 
searching a Web site 
called idealist.org. 

That tells you some of 
what you need to know 
about David Hastings, 
Kenilworth Street resident. 

Hastings spent 15 years 
working on town commit- 
tees trying to get more 
affordable housing in 
Andover, where people 
tend to want their property 
values to climb. 

Clearly, he is OK with difficult, unpopular 
tasks, if he believes in the cause. 

Hastings’ new job might be difficult work, but 
it is anything but unpopular. He is the new execu- 
tive director of the Massachusetts 9/11 Fund, a 
nonprofit group that helps the families of those 
who lost someone in the Sept. 11, 200] attacks. 

The Fund has assisted nearly 300 families, 
including at least one from Andover, says Hast- 
ings. It was created two months after September 
11, and quickly made money available to families 
to pay for expenses such as day care and gro- 
ceries. Cash grants were given to people who 
couldn't get access to their accounts because their 
dead spouses had taken care of the finances and 
only they knew the electronic passwords. 

Since 2001, the Massachusetts 9/11 Fund has 
provided about $1.1 million in cash to families. 
Many of those people have turned around and 
found ways to give themselves. 

“One hundred eighty-four foundations and 
scholarships have been started by the Massachu- 
setts families of the victims,” says Hastings.

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“They felt supported by the citizens and they 
wanted to do something themselves.” 

Today, most of the Massachusetts 9/11 Fund’s 
effort goes to finding the correct programs and 
counseling for families. Every family is different. 
Some are tired of talking about September 11. 
Others are just starting to open up. The Fund deals 
with elderly parents who lost middle-aged chil- 
dren. It helps children. It assists gay partners 
whose loss might not be recognized by other insti- 
tutions. In the years since it was formed, the Fund 
has helped families in each northern New Eng- 
land state. 

“Our families are not in one place physically, 
psychologically or geographically,” says Hastings. 
“There were five widows who were pregnant 
when this happened. 

“Even now, people are coming forward for the 
first time,” he says. 

But Hastings job is to determine what the Fund 
should do now. As he sees it, the Fund should 
study what it has done so far and assess what 
worked for families and what did not. It should 
come up with a blueprint for others to follow 
whenever there is another disaster that claims 
thousands of lives. 

He says charities should learn from September 
11, just as fire officials learned from the infamous 
1942 Cocoanut Grove deaths. 

If it is determined that the Fund has done all it 
can, and families are ready to move on, Hastings 
is prepared — happy even — to be unemployed. 

“I can’t think of a better way to lose a job. If I 
can get them where they need to be and they don’t 
need my job — onward and upward for all of us, 
myself included,” he says.

22, some residents got a sneak preview. 

The Shawsheen River Watershed Associ- 
ation sponsored a one-mile canoe trip down 
the river that day. 

Thirteen people, including six SRWA 
members, canoed from the Wyeth BioPhar- 
ma campus on Lowell Junction Road to the 


Ballardvale dam. 


Of the seven residents who joined SRWA 
for the day, some were expert paddlers.

Jack Brady, a member of the Shaw- 

Sheen River Watershed Association, says 

| he’s seen the river quality improve during 
the past several years. 

“People aren't using the river for trash 
disposable as much as they used to,” he 
said. 

During a cleanup last year in the Wash- 
ington Park section of the river, between 

| the Stevens Street dam and the Balmoral 

_dams near Shawsheen Square, volunteers 
found more litter such as coffee cups and 
soda cans, rather than larger, more haz- 
ardous materials. 

In the past, volunteers have been found 
old motorbikes and appliances. 

But there’s still work to be done. 

Last year’s volunteers discovered eight 
decomposing shopping carts at the bottom 
of the river, filled with silt and nearly 
impossible to remove due to the high 
water level. The carts were also decayed 
to the point of becoming dangerous 
because of their sharp metal points. One 


of the group's goals for this year is to | 


return and remove the carts, located near 
Shawsheen Plaza. | 
The New England Office of the United 


| States Environmental Protection Agency 


honored the SRWA with an Environmen- 
tal Merit Award at a May 15 ceremony in 
Boston. The award recognizes the organi- 
zation’s work and commitment to the 
environment in 2004. 

This award will help the SRWA in its

Memorial Day weekend that kicks of f 
the summer season. Most people don't 
think about the purpose of the holi- 
day 

Memorial Day honors fallen sol- 
diers who died while serving in our 
nation's military. Family and friends 
also come together to honor family 
members who have died. 

The tradition started over 100 
years ago. Originally, it was called 
Decoration Day, although Memorial 
Day was also used asa title. Several 
different communities and groups 
began decorating graves following the 
Civil War and claim credit for begin- 
ning the tradition. 

Emma Hunter of Boalsburg, Penn- 
sylvania, carried flowers to her 
father's grave in 1864. Her father, 
Col, James Hunter, died at the Battle 
of Gettysburg. Others followed 
Emma's lead and started decorating 

graves with flowers. 

In 1866, Southern women from 
Columbus, Mississippi decorated sol- 
diers' graves at Friendship Cemetery. 
They placed flowers over the graves 
of both the Confederate and Union 
soldiers who had died in the Battle 
of Shiloh. 

News of the action reached the 
North. The New York Tribune news- 
paper wrote about the unselfish act. 
People were surprised that Southern

ladies would decorate the graves of 
Union soldiers. 

The Grand Army of the Republic 
(a Union veterans group) organized 
Decoration Day services in Arlington 
National Cemetery beginning May 30, 
1868. 

Traditions came to include parades 
of veterans, citizens and bands play- 
ing patriotic music. Decoration Day 
was observed in the North on May 30 
and on a different day in the South. 

During the Spanish American War 
and World War I, soldiers from both 
the North and South fought side by 
side. Memorial Day came to honor all 
soldiers who had lost their lives in all

This 15-year-old Andover 
residents John and James review a book that 
is a classic piece of historical literature that 
takes a personalized view of World War I. 

In every family there is the eccentric rel- 
ative whom everyone pretends not to notice. 
He might be the kind of person who calls 
you “George” even though your name is 
Tim; insists on believing that it is really 
1900; or has a lot of money even though no 
one can seem to figure out how he could 
have gotten it. In The Game of Sunken 
Places by M.T. Anderson, Uncle Max is 
this unruly relative. But in this case, he finds 
a way of getting himself, his nephew Gre- 
gory, and Gregory’s friend, Brian, in more 
trouble than any of them could have imag- 
ined. 

When Gregory is invited by his Uncle 
Max and cousin Prudence to spend some 
time at their mansion in Vermont, he doesn’t 
really know what to think. All Gregory 
knows 1s that Uncle Max is quite the eccen- 
tric and he is not exactly looking forward to 
his visit. After convincing his friend Brian 
to accompany him to the manor, the two set 
off on the most strange, frightening, and 
utterly unbelievable vacation of their lives.

To start, Uncle Max greets the two by 
torching their luggage, and forcing them to 
don the kind of clothes he sees as appropri- 
ate — outfits from the late-1800s. This warm 
welcome is nothing compared to the mess 
the two get themselves into when they dis- 
cover a magical board game known as “The 
Game of Sunken Places.” 
especially after the two 
realize the game is not a 
regular game, but a grue- 
some reality full of 
enchanted creatures that 
the boys never dreamed 
existed. 

The Game of Sunken 
Places is a first-rate fanta- 
sy novel, written in the 
style of J.R.R. Tolkein. 
Anderson’s voice is origi- 
nal and humorous, full of 
description and detail that 
serve to make the book a 
worthwhile read. 

We recommend The 
Game of Sunken Places by 
M.T. Anderson for readers who enjoy books 
like A Series of Unfortunate Events by 
Lemony Snicket. Although Anderson’s tone 
is humorous, it is also dark, a quality that 
many readers do not find appealing in a 
book. It is for this reason that the book is 
written for a slightly more defined audience 
than general fiction

ly realistic, and we found ourselves identi- 
fying often with their personalities, manner- 
isms or attitudes. Each character has distinct 
qualities that make him or her pop off the 
page and into the “real” world. 

We give The Game of Sunken Places a7 
out of 10. Although the novel is well-writ- 
ten, we found it to be con- 
fusing at times and even 
somewhat monotonous on 
occasion. 

Although it is not real- 
ly “hard” to read, it might 
take more careful follow- 
ing on the part of the read- 
er than another young 
adult novel. Anderson 
rarely stops to explain the 
significance of an event in 
terms of the whole pic- 
ture, which is good in a 
way because the reader 
gets to discover that for 
himself. 

So head on down to a 
local library or bookstore 
today to pick up The Game of Sunken 
Places by M.T. Anderson. Oh, but before 
we forget. if that eccentric relative from 
your family happens to invite you over one 
day, do not decline the invitation because of 
this book. 

On the other hand, if he or she starts a 
bonfire with your suitcase, we recommend 
running away as fast as you can.

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30 years after reviving Andover Inn, 
Broekhoff prepares for new tour

When Henry P.J. Broekhoff 


broke both heels recently, some- 
thing extraordinary happened at 
the Andover Inn, where he is the 
manager: The lights stayed on. 
The bills were paid. In fact, every- 
thing, down to the creases in the 
table linens, was in perfect order - 
even after Broekhoff had been 
gone for seven months. 
“I thought I was indispensable,” 

he said. 

In reality, Broekhoff had 
infused so much of himself into 
the business, he realized, his phys- 
ical presence was no longer 
required, That was the mess: age he 
needed. 


With his silk handkerchief 


tucked neatly in his breast pocket 
and his shoes polished to a soft 
gleam, Broekhoff has spent the last 
30 years ensuring the Andover Inn 
runs with the same attention to 
details as he brings to his person. 
He has answered phones, inspect- 
ed rooms and greeted almost every 
guest at the pillared brick building 
on the Phillips Academy campus 
since 1976, But now, Broekhoff. 
62, is retiring. 

In December, Broekhoff hopes 
to pass his job to his son Mare, 32, 
who has worked in hotels from 
Amsterdam to Miami and has been 
the inn’s general manager since 
2000. Broekhoff said he is negoti- 
ating with Phillips Academy, 
which owns the inn. 

Broekhoff decided to retire a 
year earlier than he planned 
because injuries he suffered from a 
6-foot fall in 2001 have made it 
harder for him to do his job, he 
said. His heels have mended, he 
said, but he still walks with a limp, 
and his doctor told him he will 
always suffer from arthritis 
Broekhoff has already cut his 
working weeks from as many as 
80 hours to 40 hours. which he 
said is more like a vacation as it is 

Broekhoff will never leave the 
inn entirely, he said, but he hopes 
to devote more of his time to the

Broekhoff toured the building 
with his wife and was appalled to 
find a rip in a lobby carpet sealed 
with electrical tape, dingy paint on 
the walls and tears in the drapes. 
But the building, with its elegant 
architecture, excited him.

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Black was one of a kind — Killed in the line of duty 


On Nov. 27, 1925, 
Patrolman Robert T. 
Black was shot twice. 
One bullet hit him in 
the chest, the other 
sliced an artery in his 
neck. It was a Friday 
night at 10:30 on 
Main street in 
Andover. Officer 
Black, a courageous, 
handsome veteran of 
the First World lay 
dying on the sidewalk

at age 27. 

According to the Andover Townsman 
dated Dee. 4 of that year, Black and Officer 
Saunders had been on duty in Elm Square 
when Saunders picked up the phone at the 
policeman’s call box. It was 10 p.m. and the 
Lawrence police told Saunders that a car 
had just been stolen from that city. Saun- 
ders was given the registration number of 
the car, and he passed it on to Black. Saun- 
ders then went home for supper. 

At 10:15 Black received a call from the 
Lawrence police stating that there had been 
a holdup in an A&P store, and it appeared 
the thieves were headed towards Andover. 
Just moments later, Black saw an automo- 
bile with a smoking left front wheel. It was 
moving south through Elm Square on Main 
Street. Black signaled to the driver to stop, 
but the vehicle continued on. 

Black must have recognized that it was 
the stolen vehicle because he started run- 
ning after it. The automobile was moving 
slowly because of its mechanical difficul- 
ties, and the driver stopped the car and 
jumped out in front of the Andover Savings 
Bank (now Banknorth) on the northwest 
corner of Chestnut and Main streets. The 
man headed down Chestnut Street in a slow 
run. Harry Schofield, standing on what was 
then called Press Corner, pointed out to a 
companion, Joseph Rand, that the car must 
be stolen. (Press Corner was so named 
because the Andover Press, including the 
Andover Townsman, were housed there. It 
was the northeast corner of Chestnut and 
Main. ) 


As Black turned the corner and ran down 
a dark Chestnut Street, he saw someone get- 
ting into a car and, pulling his gun, told the 
person to put his hands up. Black quickly 
recognized the person as being Henry York, 
a local resident. After Black released him, 
York rushed into the Knights of Columbus 
home, located behind the 
bank, and excitedly told 
those inside what had just 
happened. Frank McBride, 
who was an off-duty police 
officer, and his brother 
Patrick were among several 
men who left the building to §j 
assist Black. (Years later, 
both these men would be my 
next-door neighbors.) Most } 
of the men stayed with the 
car allowing Black to tele- 
phone the Lawrence police 
with an update. Frank 
McBride went over a fence 
onto the bank grounds to 
search that area. 

Twenty minutes after the 
car had been abandoned, 
Black saw a lone man walk- 


down Main Street toward Elm Square and 
turned left toward Essex and Central streets. 
Meanwhile, men ran to the fallen officer 
who handed his revolver to Bernard 
McDonald, one of those who had been in 
the Knights of Columbus. McDonald gave 
the gun to Officer McBride. McBride com- 
mandeered a car owned by 
James Low and used the 
headlights to look in the 
area of the Baptist Church, 
on the corners of Essex and 
Central streets. Black was 
placed in a car and Dr. J.J. 
Daly, who also had been at 
the Knights of Columbus,

yards, and said something to 

the man. The Zownsman wrote that Black 
“did not present his gun.... The fellow 
turned casually and walked up to the officer 
as if to answer his question, but when with- 
in about three feet, without the slightest 
warning, brought up his gun and cooly fired 
two shots with fatal effect.” 

Black fell saying, “I’m shot, I’m shot.” 
He drew his revolver and fired four shots at 
the fleeing criminal, but apparently did not 
hit him. 

The exact location of where Black fell is 
hard to figure out from the newspaper arti- 
cle. I grew up believing that it was in front 
of an alley that was adjacent to the north 
side of the bank. The bank then consisted 
only of the main building, which is directly 
on the street comer. 

After shooting Black, the fugitive went 


Toohey sped up and the 
man either fell or jumped off the car. Some- 
time later, the state police extracted a fin- 
gerprint from the side of Toohey’s car. 
While not identifying the person to the 
Townsman, the state police indicated it was 
from a man who had lived in Salem, N.H., 
but who had moved to Boston. The state 
police said that the man was dangerous. 

Following the murder, the Andover 
police, assisted by 45 Lawrence officers as 
well as the state police, searched the area 
until dawn. An expensive overcoat and car- 
tridges thought to belong to the killer were 
found in a barn behind 22 Central St. The 
police believed the killer left the coat and 
reloaded his gun to help his escape. The 
murderer was never found. 

Robert T. Black was the only member of 
the Andover Police Department ever killed 


in the line of duty. Each year the 
rank and file of the department 
remember Black and honor one 
of their own for outstanding ser- 
vice during the past year by giv- 
ing the Robert T. Black Award. 
The award is given at the Police- 
man’s Ball, which will be on 
June 17 at the Andover Country 
Club. I’m sure that tickets can be 


obtained at the safety center at 
32 North Main St. The proceeds 
from the ball go to the Andover 
Police Relief Association. The 
association was formed on Dec. 
7, 1925, a few days after Black’s 
murder.

He has said his strategy includes a daily two-hour dose of 
studying geography facts from around the world, sprinkled with 
some weekend research. But he also made it clear that making 
time for video-game playing and football with friends is also an 


important part of his life. 


He is the son of Prema Ramachandran and Venkat Chandra.

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Hot diggity, dog ziggity -— summer’s almost here

Of all the signs of the coming 
hot season that funny songs cel- 
ebrate, few resonate with 
Andover citizens more than two 
telltale phenomena: the opening 
of the ice cream stands and the 
appearance of the “hot dog guy” 
downtown. 

Although this is only Don 
Cowan's fourth season in front 
of the Old Town Hall, he has 
already entered town lore with 
that exclusive moniker, “the hot 
dog guy.” 

Starting this year on April 
15, Cowan sets up his vending 
cart every Friday and Saturday 
at 10 a.m. and serves dogs, 
sausages, Kielbasa and cold 
drinks until 4 p.m. 

Cowan's primary job for 
many years has been selling 
printing services, currently for 
A-Plus Printing in Wilmington. 
He accidentally got into the 
weiner business when calling on 
a print customer who sold the 
vending carts. 

“He had a vending cart 
parked in his garage that his 
customer had reneged on.” said 
Cowan, who decided to try it for 
a season. “I’m a cook and I like 
to cook,” he explained. 

(Asked whether hot dogs 
really constitute cooking, 
Cowhan points to the sausage. 
kielbasa, onions, peppers, and 
other fresh condiments. ) 

Once he started dishing out 
the dogs, Cowhan found the 
benefits irresistible — and he 
keeps coming back every sea- 
son for more. 

“I’m a people person and this 
is just what I like: outside in the 
air, and a constant stream of 
people to talk to. 

“T lived in Andover for 15 
years and yet, with work obliga- 
tions and being on the road a lot 
for the job, I never really got to 


know anyone or anything much 
about the town. This has been a 
complete reversal.” 

Eventually, Cowan took over 
the vending cart business from 
the former print customer who 
had recruited him. (Carts can be 
seen at his Web site: www.the- 
hotdogcart.com. ) 

Selling the carts has led not 
only to national media coverage, 
but even to Hollywood. 

So universal is the image of 
the hot dog vendor, the spring 
2005 hit television show 
Numb3rs cast Cowan as their 
hot dog guy when the pilot was 
shot in Boston. The filming gave 
him an opportunity to meet 
some of the series regulars, such 
as Rob Morrow, but his scenes 
were never broadcast. 

The remainder of the first 
season of the series has been 
shot in Los Angeles, and the 
pilot never aired. Sull, the pro- 
ducer has assured Cowhan of a 
future part — him and his hot dog 
cart, that is. 

Cowhan was also quoted ina 
recent (April 11) article in the 
Wall Street Journal online - 
“How a Hot-Dog Wagon Can 
Earn You Cold Hard Cash” 
(www.startupjournal.com/colum 
nists/startuqa/2005041 1- 
ga.html). Cowhan provided 
online readers of the Journal 
with advice on starting up a 
vending business. 

Besides Fridays and Satur- 
days, look for him at Andover 
Days in June, the evening before 
the Fourth of July, and at Moth- 
er Connection’s Family Day, 
June 12. For those who can’t get 
enough of his dogs, Cowhan 
also does grand openings, open 
houses, and other events. 


We all scream 
That other icon of the season — 
the one we all scream for — is 


experiencing something of a 
renaissance in town over the 
past few years. 

In 2002, the Friendly Ice 
Cream Shop on North Main 
Street was the only choice when 
an Andover resident looked 
around town for someone to 
scoop a coneful of frozen con- 
fection. 

Since then, at least three resi- 
dents of the town have noted the 
lack and set about supplying the 
missing options. 

Last year, Sarkisian Farms 
and Driving Range added an ice 
cream stand to their repertoire. 
Stocked with 34 flavors of ice 
cream and several sherbets sup- 
plied by Richardson's Dairy of 
Middleton, owners Sarkis and 
Rita Sarkisian and their grown 
children, Christine and Jeff, pre- 
pare ice cream in cones, cups, 
sundaes, shakes, banana splits, 
or “whatever the customer 
wants,” said Rita Sarkisian. 

Now in their 11th year in 
business at the driving range, the 
Sarkisians see the ice cream 
stand as complementary to the 
golf business. The range incor- 
porates a putting green and a 
sand bunker not found every- 
where, in addition to a well- 
landscaped lot, featuring ponds 
and waterfalls where families 
can sit and enjoy their treats. 

“We've always taken pride in 
the family [orientation] of our 
business,” said Rita, who added 
that the ice cream stand will 
repeat last year’s recognition of 
Little League. “Each Andover 
team,” she said, “is given a date 
on which we will treat them to 
free ice cream.” 

Also beginning his second 
year in business is Main Line 
Creamery’s Paul Clancy, who 
first opened during this week 
last year. “I know it’s been 
exactly a year, because we

opened the week of Clown 
Town and just missed participat- 
ing in the event.” 

Entering their third season 
are Andover residents Steve and 
Maggie Reppucci, who, after 
looking around for two or three 
years for a downtown Andover 
location, opened Mad Maggie’s 
Homemade Ice Cream at a site 
on Route 28 just over the 
Andover line in North Reading. 
After two seasons at the spot, 
they are developing a loyal fol- 


lowing. 

“Once [customers] taste our 
quality homemade ice cream,” 
said Steve Reppucci, “they don’t 
go back to mass-produced prod- 
uct.” Fresh ingredients are 
mixed on the premises, mere 
yards from the windows where 
customers get their orders. 

Clancy, who also makes the 
Main Line Creamery’s flavors 
on the premises, has had the 
same experience developing

loyal customers within his first 
year. After selling ice-cream- 
making equipment for a dozen 
years, Clancy saw the need in 
Andover.

(MS) - There comes a time 
when a teenager’s allowance 
just isn’t enough. Understand- 
ably, the list of desires is long: 
new clothing, DVDs, CDs, a 
new car. And those items usual- 
ly aren’t affordable without a 
steady paycheck. 

Before parents balk at the idea 
of their “baby” entering the 
workforce, they should consider 
the advantages of teen employ- 
ment. 

A job can offer more than just 
cash. It can instill in a teen a 
work ethic, including a sense of 
responsibility, habits of punctu- 
ality and successful teamwork. 

Working also allows a teen to 
explore different career options 
before pursuing a college 
degree. The job might provide a 
chance to interact with people 
who are both older and younger, 
and who also possess different 
levels of work and life experi- 
ence. And once a teen starts 
receiving a paycheck, many 
Opportunities arise to learn 
about the value of money. 

Finding the right job can be 
difficult. A good place to start is 
by looking at the teen’s interests 
and educational pursuits. A 
devoted reader might find a spot 
in the local library as a book- 
Shelver. An animal lover might 
find a local veterinarian who 
needs an apprentice. For a teen 
considering a career in medi- 
cine, a job at a hospital or a 
nursing home could nurture 
those interests. 

Many jobs in retail offer teens 
the flexibility of hours, training 
in interacting with people of all 
kinds, and the discipline of

arriving on time ready to work. 

Whatever the job, the teen 
should enjoy and learn from 
what he is doing, not just revel 
in the paycheck. 

Getting a job does not emanci- 
pate a teen. He or she still 
requires the adult supervision of 
a caring parent. Here are just a 
few areas for important parental 
involvement when a teen takes 
on a part-time job. 

* Know who the teen is work- 
ing for. Make sure the company 
is reputable and legitimate. 

* Make sure the job meets all 
legal and safety requirements. 
Minors in Massachusetts need 
to get working papers in order to 
work. The salary should be at 
least minimum wage, the work- 
ing conditions safe, the hours in 
accordance with the law and the 
work environment free of 
harassment. If a teen must work 
after the business has closed for

the day, there should be security 
systems and phone access in 
case of emergency. 

¢ Set ground rules. Decide the 
number of hours and days of 
work. Determine a minimum 
grade point average the teen 
must maintain. There must still 
be time for household chores 
and adequate sleep. If work neg- 
atively impacts a teen’s life, he 
must leave the job. 

The teen’s job is a significant 
Opportunity to instill a good set 
of values about money. Here are 
some principles financial 
experts agree will help: 

* Learn by doing. The first step 
in educating children about 
money is making sure they have 
their own money to learn how to 
handle it. Parents who just hand 
over money or foot all the bills 
might find that their children are 
at an educational disadvantage 
next to kids who learned how to 
buy and save on their own. 

¢ Providing guidance and 
advice are more effective teach- 
ing tools than dictating how 
money should be spent. Allow 
children to grow by making mis- 
takes or achieving successes. 

* Expressing the desire to have 
things that might not be afford- 
able lets children know that par- 
ents say “no” to themselves, too. 

* Set goals to encourage sav- 
ing and responsible behavior. A 
child who saves to reach a goal 
will be inspired and motivated. 

* Introduce children to banks 
and banking accounts. 

* Companies target young 
shoppers through advertising. 
Show children how to weed 
through the products that just 
might be too good to be true. 

* Be cautious when using debit 
or credit cards around children. 
Explain that there is no “free 
money,” and that the bill wall be 
paid at a later date. 
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Remember safety around the lawn in summertime 


(MS) - Each spring, home- 
owners everywhere start their 
lawn mowers, tractors and 
hedge trimmers to keep their 
green spaces looking great. 
What’s not great, though, is that 
some people use old, unsafe 
operating habits that might 
cause an accident involving chil- 
dren. 

“Most of these injuries can be 
prevented if young children are 
properly supervised or simply 
kept out of the work area,” said 
Heather Paul, executive director 
of the National SAFE KIDS 
Campaign. “Parents must not 
allow children to play in an area 
where someone is operating a 
lawn mower or riding mower or 
any other outdoor power equip- 
ment.” 

To keep the yard beautiful and 
safe, follow these safety tips: 

* Keep children away from the 
work area. Period. Kids should 


remain inside while any type of 
walk-behind, riding or hand- 
held outdoor power equipment 
is in use. 

* Riding mowers are designed 
for just that: mowing while rid- 
ing. Riding mowers have many 
safety features for the operator, 
but are not built for passengers 
or for towing children behind 
mowers in carts or trailers. 

* Children should not be per- 
mitted to play on or around the 
mower when it is in use or in 


storage. Stop the machine if 


anyone enters the area. 

¢ Turn off the mower if chil- 
dren do enter the work area, and 
store the ignition key away from 
a parked mower when it is not in 
use. 


* Clear the mowing area of 


objects such as twigs, stones and 

toys that could be picked up and 

thrown by lawn mower blades. 
¢ Always look down and 


behind for children before - and | 
while — backing up. 


* Do not allow a child to oper- | 


ate a riding mower, or any type 


of outdoor power equipment. | 


Only responsible adults who are 


familiar with the instructions | 


should operate a riding mower. 


If necessary, hire a babysitter | 
for an hour or two while doing 
yardwork. Babysitters can be a | 


cost effective way to help pre- 
vent injuries. 

When used properly, outdoor 
power equipment can help keep 
the yard looking its best 
throughout the year.
